of your ſinnes, exeept ye feel a change and alceratiy 
cn in the bottome of, Aen. tox all your for» 
mer lewd wayes and miſdeme you. ſhall 
ſorely periſh and be. Nd, Bat let us a 
little farther ſearch ont the qualities of -Repent- 
ance. T he Apoſtle, in the 7 chap.of the. 2 E piftle 
to the © orinthians, ſetteth down ſeven notable 
qualities and effects of Repentante. 

The firſt ot them he nameth Care:; For be, 
hold (faith he) this thing, that you 1 
godlily ſorry, What care it hach wrgught in you ? 
this is ancarneft ffudy,and as it were a ye, 
thought to pleaſe God: foz where true Repen 
ance hath once wzonght, there followeth great 
care afterward : care (A tax) to libe in the obe- 
dience of God; cart to hep a. gd Conſci⸗ 
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fate; care to refozur gre. houſhoſus ; care ka in. | 
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of Repentance. 
ſtruct onr*wibes, childzen and ſer bants in the 


knowledge of God; care fo pꝛay with them 


mozning and edening : and generally, care to 
perfoʒm all duties belonging to God : So that 
Repentance is not a tareleſſe, but a caretull 
thing. Let no man think therefoze , that al⸗ 
though thep welter in tarelelneſſe of the fleſh, 
and ſleep in ſeturity all the dayes of their life»; 
yet their repentance is god enough: yea, and 
though they ſpend whole dayes nights, months, 
and vers in vanities, playes and paſtime in idle. 
neſſe, fond delights, pleaſures and volupfuouſ-: 
nelle, in negligence of all duty, fozcetfalneſſe of 
God, and contempt of all awd things : pet foz all 
this. they repent foz their ſins, and hope to be ſa⸗ 
ved as well as any other. But alas, how can 
theſe thirigs tand together to repent foz ſin and 
to delight in ſin; to hate ſin and to love ſin, to flie 
from fin; and ts follow affer ſin - But theſe men, 
I pertetve, would fain make S. Paul a lyer: foʒ 
he ſaith; A man hath never repented, except he be 
caretull afterwards to pleaſe God. They lap, they 
do repent, and have repented, although they 
live neber ſo wꝛetchedly and carelefſy, - But 
when all ticentious & lewd livers, filthy whoꝛe⸗
